Insects that attack corn are num­ 
erous but most of them do not cause 
j st n ous damage. 
Occasionally local 
attacks are severe and much is lost 
in the harvest. 
Control measures for 
insects, to be practical, should 
be 
gin pie, cheap and easily applied. 
Most common corn insects 
have 
four 
stages 
in 
their life 
history, 
which may last a palt of a year, one 
year or several years. 
The four 
C ages a e the egg, larva, pupa and 
adult stage. 
The adult insect usual­ 
ly deposits several hundred eggs and 
its function ,n lift* i- completed. The 
eggs, as a rule, hatch out quickly 
into the larval or worm stage. 
After 
the worm finishes feeding, it turns 
into the pupal or resting .stage. From 
the pupa emerges the adult a* the 
butterfly does from the cocoon. 
The description of the insect, its 
life history, the character of damage 
done and the control measures are 
given of the insects.

divided into five classes, those thai 
work primarily on: 
(I ) the roots, 
namely. wire-wOrms, corn root aphis, 
corn root worm, white grub worm;
